The firſt is, to giue vs entrance into 
the Church: and the ſecond is, to retapne vs 
therein, So Jretect the ſtue Sacraments, 
which the Papiſts haue inuented of their 
owne bzapne. Albeit that the Sacraments 
are pledges, to aſſure vs ofthe grace of God, 
pet I conicfle, that they were vnpzoittable, 
except the holy Ghoſt ſhould make them ek⸗ 
tectuall in vs as inſtruments, to the intent 
that our faith ſhould not bee diſtract fro Cod 
and ſtap bpon creatures. And J conkeſſe that 
the Sacraments are depꝛaued, and cozrupt, 
when they are not referred to this end to ſeek 
in Jeſus Chit all that appertaineth to cur 
ſaluation, and when thep are applied to anp 
other ble, thẽ that our faith thereby ſhould be

Concerning the Lords Supper, I confeſle 
that it is a teſtimonic to vs, of the vnitie chat 
we haue with Jeſus Chiif, ,fo2 a\much as he 
died not onely once and roſe againe foꝛ vs, but 
alſo ferdeth aud nour iſheth vs with his fleſb
